forfeiture, effectively cross referencing the data in POST with the data in ICES. 

e Weare currently engaging our local RCMP contacts to ensure that this process will provide them with the most 
efficient transfer of information and meet their requirements for disposal.

Yes, in my opinion and for the purposes of reporting and monitoring cannabis interdictions the bulk forfeiture is 
acceptable to the Strategic Policy Branch. Especially since Health Canada seems to have taken the return to sender 
option off the table. However, my area is not the functional authority for ICES or the postal program/operation; nor 
have | familiarized myself with the EN Manual or any related d-memos about refusing shipments containing prohibited 
goods (cannabis or otherwise) on behalf of OGDs where there has been no infraction of the Customs Act. The guidance 
on the Atlas Cannabis Legalization page includes a link to an operational bulletin that informs officers to forfeit declared 
cannabis products in ICES, which is the basis for my suggestion.

The next course of action from a policy perspective would be to record the intercictions as detentions (forfeitures in 
ICES) using the BSF241 and then transfer the goods to the RCMP for disposal using the HC 3515. In this instance due to 
the large volume of packages, it would save time to enter them in bulk quantities against the three or four foreign 
businesses instead of having to enter 6500 plus individual records. Since there is not option in the Commercial Seizure 
Module for forfeited narcotics, these bulk entries will require inputting into ICES using the Personal Seizure Module.

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Hi Shawn, 


in recent days, our officers at mail centers have interdicted thousands of packages of CBD products originating from a 
total of 4 companies the US. 


е Al of the brown boxes in the CBD 1 picture are from one company (approximately 8 monos/baskets) 
е All of the white bubble mailers in the CBD 2 picture (approximately 8 monos) are from three companies 


As these would take months to process, our officers are asking if they could have them sent back to the sender. 
m told that "returning to sender" is an option our officers have used in the past when they receive certain pills that are 
unauthorized in Canada, but that it requires agreement from your department before the products can be sent back. it's 


unclear to me who within HC provides the OK for this process. 


So you know, the Return to Sender process simpiy requires that the shipment be marked as such in POST (one box to 
click essentially), and placing a Return to Sender sticker on the package. Return to Sender shipments go back on the 
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original postage (i.e. ~ Canada Post incurs the costs). Our staff at the postal center would engage Canada Post 
management prior to presenting them with these shipments given the volume and atypical circumstances. 


This process would be beneficial to us. By returning these packages to the sender, CBSA would avoid having to process 
the over 6000 packages (i.e. enter them in our system, store them for the legislated 90 day period and have them 
disposes) and provide an opportunity for the sender to keep their take back their products (and likely understand that 
these products are illegal in Canada. 


As mentioned in the past, these shipments are impacting our operations, as our storage areas are now full. 
Could you please look into this and let me know if these packages can be returned to sender?

Guidelines for the Policy on the 
Use of Electronic Resources 


1. Introduction 


This document is based upon the Policy on the Use of Electronic Resources which is intended to ensure the 
acceptable and efficient use of CBSA electronic resources by all Canada Border Service Agency (CBSA) authorized 
users. 


These Guidelines provide information related to the responsibilities of authorized users, methods of protecting 
information when using electronic resources, monitoring of electronic resources and the requirement for 
information searches to access files when an authorized user is away for an extended period of time. 


2. The CBSA Electronic Resources 


The CBSA values of integrity, respect and professionalism should guide the conduct of authorized users of the 
Agency's electronic resources. Up-to-date information systems and technology are important tools that allow 
CBSA employees to provide high quality service to all of its clients, partners and stakeholders. In our daily work, 
electronic resources are used to conduct CBSA business and to communicate with internal and external 
colleagues, clients, and the public. 


How the electronic resources are used, what they are used for, and even when they are used need to be 
considered by authorized users as they perform their day-to-day work. All authorized users should take a few 
moments to learn what they can do to help make the best use of these important corporate resources. 


3. Responsibilities of Authorized Users 


These Guidelines apply to all authorized users as defined in the CBSA Security Volume — Glossary of Security 
Terminology. 


The daily use of CBSA's electronic resources and the information that they contain is critical to CBSA's business 


operations. All authorized users have a responsibility to protect these resources by: being aware of their 


The responsibilities of authorized users are as follows: 
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= Understanding the obligations of expected behaviour outlined in the Values and Ethics Code for the Public 
Sector and the CBSA Code of Conduct; which apply at all times when using Government of Canada and 


external tools and services (including Web 2.0 tools and services); 

= Taking precautions to protect passwords and accounts from unauthorized access and other misuse; 

" Contacting their manager when in doubt about proper usage procedures and practices; 

= Reporting any suspected IT security incidents, such as chain letters and viruses, to the /T Helpdesk or CBSA IT 
Security; 

" Retaining Information Resources of Business Value as required under the Information Management (IM) 
Policy. 


3.1 Acceptable Use of Electronic Resources 


Electronic resources shall be used for official business to carry out the mandate and mission of CBSA. Authorized 
users must use only Agency-authorized applications, hardware and software installed by CBSA/CRA/SSC 
authorized IT staff. 


CBSA's electronic resources are to be used for approved purposes, namely: 


= Conducting government business, such as: 
е Communicating and sharing information with colleagues, other government departments and/or the 
private sector in the performance of CBSA functions and activities; 
• Conducting research for Agency purposes; 
e Gathering information relevant to an authorized user's duties; 
e Developing expertise in using electronic resources effectively and efficiently; and 
e Undertaking professional development activities that are job-related. 
"  [imited personal use as specified in the CBSA Code of Conduct 
= A Any other purpose that is consistent with the TBS Policy on Acceptable Network and Device Use and the 
Policy on the Use of Electronic Resources or is specifically authorized in writing by management. 


Note: 


" Anon-exhaustive list of examples for acceptable use of electronic resources can be found in the Appendix B 
of the TBS Policy on Acceptable Network and Device Use. 


to Web 2.0 tools and services, including social media platforms such as Twitter and Linkedln. The 
new access is intended to enhance productivity, communication and collaboration to better serve 
Canadians. For all social media access, all CBSA employees are required to complete the mandatory 
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" R2002-P: Use of Social Media at the CBSA" course which is available on the CBSA Self-Service 
users roles and responsibilities when working with Web 2.0 tools and services. 
" Currently, some Web 2.0 Tools are prohibited due to security concerns. As technology advances and the 
security of the CBSA data and IT infrastructure increases, additional tools may become available. 


3.2 Criminal, Unlawful, and Unacceptable Activities Uses of Electronic Resources 


CBSA's electronic resources shall not be used to conduct: 


a. Any criminal activity (e.g., child pornography, obscenity, copyright violation, defamation, hacking, 
harassment, hate propaganda); 

b. Anyunlawful, but not criminal, activity that includes regulatory offences or other contraventions of 
federal and provincial statutes and regulations, and actions that make an authorized individual or 
the Agency liable to a civil lawsuit (e.g., destroying data, disclosing sensitive information, posting 
inaccurate information); and 

с. Any activity that, although legal, is unacceptable and that violates Agency or Treasury Board policy 
(e.g. sending abusive, sexist or racist 
messages, or that uses software or applications 
not specifically authorized by CBSA. 


Note: 


" A Authorized users must not access CBSA information about themselves, their colleagues, their relatives, their 
acquaintances or other non-work-related individuals under any circumstances, except where access to that 
information is directly related to an authorized program or activity that they are specifically authorized to 
perform and which has been approved by their manager. 

= A Access to CBSA systems and information is on a "need-to-know" basis and is, therefore, limited to 
authorized users who possess the appropriate security screening level and specific official job-related 


requirements.

=  Anon-exhaustive list of examples for unacceptable use can be found in the Appendix C of the 


provincial statutes, violation of organizational and/or Treasury Board policies and publications and activity 
that can expose authorized users or the employer to tort liability. 


If there are reasonable grounds to suspect criminal, unlawful or unacceptable use of electronic resources, report 
it immediately to the /T Helpdesk or CBSA IT Security.

Email provide guidance related to protecting information and guarding against common email threats. 
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This section provides additional guidance in protecting information while using electronic resources. 
4.1 User ID and Password 


CBSA provides authorized users with a unique user ID to access electronic resources. 


Some users have specialized accounts that provide additional privileges, such as IT operational personnel who 
set up workstations and install authorized software. The use of these accounts is only to perform activities 
related to that function. Otherwise, they must use their personal User ID for all other work, such as reading their 
email. 


To gain access to the network and electronic resources, authorized users must enter their user ID and a 
password. 


Upon first logon to the system, a default password will be provided to authorized users. The system will prompt 
the user to enter a new, unique and strong password. To create password, authorized users must ensure that it 
contains at least 8 characters and that it meets at least three of the following five criteria: 


e At least one uppercase letter (i.e. А); 

e At least one lowercase letter (i.e., b); 

e One number; 

e One special character such as & * % $ # (0! ; and 

е One Unicode character that is categorized as an alphabetic character but is not uppercase or lowercase. This 
includes Unicode characters from Asian languages. 


Note: 


e Passwords must not contain your user ID. 

e Passwords must not contain your first or last name, when the first name or last name are 4 characters or 
more. 

e New passwords cannot be the same or similar to the previous 25 passwords. 

e Passwords will expire every 90 days. 

e Users will be warned 10 days prior to your password expiring. 

е After 5 consecutive failed password sign-on attempts, a user's account will be locked. 

e Once the password has been changed, it cannot be changed again for 24 hours. 


Authorized users must not use anything that can be associated with themselves or words from a dictionary, no 
matter what the language. Here are 2 examples of strong passwords: 


e Three blind mice, see how they run - becomes: 3bM!Chtr# 
e |wish today was Friday - becomes 1w2D!wfs 


To ensure that access to the network is always secure, authorized users will be prompted to change their 
password every 90 days. They will be required to create a unique password; the system will not allow 
authorized users to reuse any passwords that they have recently used. 
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Finally, authorized users must never share their password. Passwords are the only way to ensure unique 
identification to systems. 


For further details regarding passwords, refer to the "Password Tips" document from the /T Security page on 
Atlas. 


4.2 System Access 


Authorized users must not leave their workstations unattended where an unauthorized person could gain access 
to the system. When leaving the workstation, authorized users should always lock their workstations. 


4.3 Encryption and Digital Signature 


Public Key Infrastructure (PKI) is a dual encryption system which ensures security in electronic transactions, and 
also confirms that the person who sends an electronic record is who they appear to be, and that the electronic 

record sent by them has not been tampered with. PKI adopts methods for using a secure electronic signature to 
ensure the validity and integrity of electronic records. It also includes a system of digital certificates, Certificate 

Authorities and other registration authorities, that verify and authenticate the validity of each party involved in 
a transaction. 


CBSA uses PKI to enable authorized users to securely send email at the Protected B level within the Agency and 
to other organizations; thus, enabling connectivity among authorized users for secure information sharing. It 
also allows users to utilize Secure Remote Access services; thereby, gaining access to the Agency's network and 
email system while offsite!. 


A digital signature (or public key digital signature) is like a paper signature, but it is electronic. It is a method for 
authenticating digital information comparable to ordinary physical signatures on paper, but is implemented 
using techniques from the field of public key cryptography. It provides verification to an email recipient that the 
message came from the person who sent it (authentication). It also confirms that the original content of the 
message has not been altered (integrity). The sender cannot deny that the message was sent (non-repudiation). 


Encryption, password-protected media and software can also help users keep information secure. Sensitive 
information and data stored on various types of media, particularly portable and removable media, such as USB 
memory sticks, laptops and hard drives must be protected. For example, laptops provided by CBSA are 
configured with encryption software to protect the information that resides on the hard drive. 


5. Monitoring 


CBSA electronic monitoring occurs mainly for operational reasons: to determine whether the 
resources/networks are operating efficiently; to isolate and resolve problems; and to determine if utilization 
complies with CBSA policies and legislation. Refer to the Policy on the Use of Electronic Resources for additional 
information. 


1 Access while working from home or while on travel status are examples of "offsite" access. 
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When authorized users login to their system, they must press CTRL + ALT+ DELETE. A banner then appears that 
informs authorized users that the electronic resources, network and computer systems are subject to 
monitoring: 


The use of Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) /CBSA networks, systems, computers and/or databases is 
subject to monitoring by CRA or CBSA Information Technology personnel, and an audit log may be 
implemented and reviewed by CRA or CBSA. Anyone using this information technology at CRA or CBSA 
implicitly consents to such monitoring. Any unauthorized use by employees or any other person may 
result in disciplinary action and/or criminal prosecution. 


6. Information Searches 


As a user of CBSA systems, authorized users have a reasonable expectation of privacy. However, there may be 
circumstances when they are absent from the office for an extended period of time and there is a business 
requirement to access some of their files. 


When leave is anticipated, authorized users should provide all required documentation to their manager before 
their leave or make their documents available during their absence. Examples include placing documents on a 
designated group share and providing delegate access to relevant email folders. This ensures the office can 
continue to function without any unnecessary delays. 


Before an electronic information search can take place, the following must be considered: 


" There is no other means to obtain the information. 
= The search for information is to support business requirements. 
" Allrequests require Director-level approval if authorized users are unable to provide authorization. 


The Information Security Section of the Security and Professional Standards Directorate (SPSD) is responsible for 
searching and accessing files from an absent user's electronic mailbox, H: Drive, and/or workstation, based on 
business requirements. If an information search is approved, the Information Security's Network Monitoring 
group extract the required files/folders/emails and provide a copy of the requested information to the Director. 
Prior to releasing any information, Information Security will make reasonable attempts to avoid the release of 
personal information, however management is responsible for safeguarding all content and limiting their use to 
the information to that required for ongoing CBSA operations. 


Information searches related to the Access to Information and Privacy (ATIP) requests are not the responsibility 
of the Information Security's Network Monitoring group. For these cases, the ATIP Division will send their 
requests directly to the Enterprise Services Directorate (ESD). The ESD will perform the information searches 
and send the results directly to ATIP. 


Management must notify authorized users that a retrieval of information has taken place during their absence. 


For more information regarding information searches, authorized users must contact /nformation Security. 
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7. Reporting of IT Security Incidents 


If there are reasonable grounds to suspect an IT security incident, such as chain letters and viruses, report it 
immediately to the /7 Helpdesk or CBSA IT Security.

Policy on the Use of Electronic Resources 


1. Effective date 


This Policy is effective June 1, 2017. 
2. Context 


This Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) Policy on the Use of Electronic Resources is based upon the 
(TBS) Policy on Government Security and the TBS Policy on Acceptable Network and Device Use. It 


further elaborates upon responsibilities and accountabilities of authorized users of the CBSA electronic 
resources and other key individuals and areas within the Agency. 


3. Policy Statement 
3.1 Objective 
The objective of this Policy is to ensure acceptable and efficient use of CBSA electronic resources, 
including electronic networks and systems shared with the Canada Revenue Agency (CRA), Shared 
Services Canada (SSC) and other Government of Canada departments. 
3.2 Expected Results 


The expected results of this Policy are: 


e Authorized individuals use CBSA electronic resources in an acceptable manner; 
e Use of CBSA electronic resources is monitored; and 


e Non-compliance with the requirements of this Policy is addressed. 
4. Scope 


Glossary of 


This Directive applies to all authorized users as defined in the CBSA Security Volume — 
Security Terminology. 


5. Definitions 


Related definitions can be found in the CBSA Security Volume — Glossary of Security Terminology. 


6. Responsibilities and Accountabilities 
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Managers are responsible for: 


e Determining and approving their staff's specific system access, 


e Informing their staff of their responsibilities on the appropriate use of CBSA's electronic 
resources; 


e Reporting IT security incidents immediately to the /7 Helpdesk ог CBSA IT Security; 
e Addressing quickly, fairly and decisively any violations of policy or law; and 


e Ensuring that when authorized users leave the Agency for an anticipated time period in 
excess of 4 months, Information Resources of Business Value (IRBV) is removed from their 
network drive and transferred to a CBSA approved repository, at the time of departure. This 
includes but is not limited to leave resulting from: long term disability, maternity, 
retirement, deployment, secondment, assignment and dismissal; and 


e Ensuring all users accounts and privileges are up-to-date, according to IT Security directives, 
and immediately disabling/deleting user accounts at the time of their temporary (> 4 
months) or permanent departure. 


6.3 Director General, Enterprise Services Directorate 
The Director General, Enterprise Services Directorate is responsible for: 


e Providing information on using electronic resources effectively and efficiently; 


e Establishing procedures for granting access to CBSA’s electronic resources, in collaboration 
with information system business owners; and 


e Establishing procedures, in collaboration with the Director General SPSD/ Chief Security 
Officer, for granting access to the Internet via CBSA's electronic resources; and 


e Accepting direct requests from and providing responses directly to the Access to 
Information and Privacy (ATIP) Division for copies of employee emails required to complete 
ATIP requests. 


6.4 Chief Security Officer (CSO) 
The Chief Security Officer is responsible for: 


e Ensuring the Agency establishes ап IT Security Program which assists in the development 
and maintenance of policy instruments related to IT Security; 


e Ensuring the development of this Policy and all associated policy instruments; 
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e Reviewing and, in conjunction with the IT Security Coordinator, recommending the 
approval of this Policy and all associated policy instruments as required under the CBSA 
Internal Policy Instruments Framework; 


e Providing information on the interpretation of lawful and acceptable use of CBSA's 
electronic resources; 


e Providing written approval to obtain the information which will be accessed through the 
investigative process and ensuring that the procedures used to access the information is 
documented; 


e Approving the individuals who are authorized to monitor the use of electronic resources; 


e Referring managers to the SPSD for requests involving accessing email messages or files 
located in a user's account; 


e Referring managers to the SPSD when there is suspected misuse of the Agency's electronic 
resources; 


e Investigating reports of suspected criminal, unlawful or unacceptable uses of CBSA's 
electronic resources; 


e Seeking advice from Labour Relations and Legal Services in cases of suspected criminal ог 
unlawful uses of CBSA's electronic resources and reporting to law enforcement authorities, 
when necessary; and 


e Responding to any requests pertaining to the Access to Information Act that are relevant to 
this Policy. 
6.5 IT Security Coordinator (ITSC) 
The ITSC is responsible for: 
e Coordinating with the CSO to ensure an integrated approach and coordinated effort to 
protect the Agency's electronic networks and devices; 


e Reviewing, and, in conjunction with the CSO, recommending the approval of this Policy and 
all associated policy instruments as required under the CBSA Internal Policy Instruments 
Framework; 


e Providing advice on safeguards for the Agency's electronic resources; and 


e Monitoring compliance with IT security incident reporting. 
6.6 IT Operational Personnel 
Under the general direction of the ITSC, IT operational personnel are responsible for: 


e Understanding and complying with CBSA IT security policies and procedures to protect IT 
operations and infrastructure; 


e Responding to and reporting security incidents to the /7 Helpdesk or CBSA IT Security; 


e Testing and installing security patches according to Agency procedures as defined in the 
System Lifecycle Management Framework (SLMF); and 
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e Maintaining and upgrading hardware and software and controlling the infrastructure's 
configuration by using effective change control and configuration management practices. 


6.7 The Security and Professional Standards Directorate (SPSD) 


Under the direction of the Chief Security Officer, the SPSD is responsible for: 


Systems; 


e Accessing electronic email messages or files located in a user's account as requested by 
Managers; 


e Assessing allegations of suspected misuse of the Agency's electronic resources; and 
e Collaborating with IT Security Directorate in the development and implementation of any 
related policy instruments. 


7. Compliance and Reporting 


The Director General, Enterprise Services Directorate, the CBSA CSO, the CBS ITSC, IT security 
practitioners and managers are responsible for monitoring compliance with this policy within CBSA, 
monitoring the proper use of electronic resources and ensuring appropriate remedial actions are taken 
when deficiencies arise. 


All Employees аге to report IT security incidents to the /7 Helpdesk or CBSA IT Security. 


7.1 Compliance Monitoring 


Monitoring is done to ensure that users comply with this Policy. The Agency's monitoring practices 
respect the privacy of its users and clients. There is a reasonable balance between an individual's 
privacy and the organization's duty to protect sensitive information and assets (including all 
electronic resources) and to conduct its activities efficiently and lawfully. 


CBSA conducts three types of monitoring: 
Monitoring for operational purposes 


The Enterprise Services Directorate is responsible for monitoring electronic resources for 
operational reasons. It must determine whether the resources are operating efficiently in order to 
isolate and resolve problems and to assess compliance with government policy. In addition, 
periodic and random checks of the resources for specific operational purposes can occur, and the 
resulting information can be analyzed. 


Normal routine analysis does not involve reading the content of email, files or transmissions. 


Content monitoring 
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CBSA's electronic network automatically logs the identity of individuals and their activities while on 
the network. The SPSD is responsible for monitoring the content of individual's email records and 
other files. 


Copies of files and email records (including "deleted" records) may be accessible under the Access 
to Information Act and the Privacy Act, subject to exemptions under those Acts. 


Monitoring for unlawful activity/unacceptable conduct 


If a routine analysis or a complaint results in reasonable grounds to suspect that an individual is 
misusing the Agency's electronic resources, the matter shall be referred to the SPSD for further 
investigation. The SPSD can authorize monitoring without notice, of individual email records , and 
user activity logs. 


7.2 Consequences 

All authorized found to have violated policies, directives, or standards may be subject to a review 
and possibly a revocation of the CBSA Reliability Status, disciplinary action, up to and including 
termination of employment. Non-compliance may also result in administrative, civil or criminal 


prosecution depending upon the nature of the incident and the findings of any follow-up 
investigation.
